Eiffel Tower tale 

PARIS, April 14 (AFP) — President Fran- 
cois Mitterrand, who Thursday started the 
first official visit of a French head of state to 
Switzerland since 1910. would be jolted to 
learn that the French capital's famed 19th 
century Eiffel Tower should really be called 
the Koedtlin tower. 

The daily Le Matin de Pahs reported 
Thursday that Zurich-trained engineer 
Maurice Koecblin submitted to Gustave Eif- 
fel a design for a 300-meter high pylon 
which was thrown back at hi m as “ madness" . 

But it Ad not stop Count Eiffel some years 
later from adopting the general idea in build- 
ing his. famous- tower. But Count Eiffel was 
not an ungrateful man — he made Koechlin 
the head of his building company and the 
Swiss-German engineer lived happily until 
the age of 90. 
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KUWAIT, April 14 (AP) — Iran offered 
Thursday to accept a joint declaration with 
Iraq delineating “a safe zone” around the 
bombed Iranian Nowntz oilfield, which has 
been leaking crude oil into the Gulf since 
January. 

But Iranian Ambassador Ali Shams 
Ardekani categorically rejected Iraq’s insis- 
tence on a formal ceasefire, under U.N. 
supervision, as a precondition for starting 
de-pollution of the Gulf. 

“They should not expect us to agree to a 
ceasefire except after meeting our three con- 
ditions: reparations, withdrawal and apol- 
ogy,” Ardekani told a press conference here. 

Iran has said that it wants a “cash down- 
payment” of at least SSO billion as a precon- 
dition for any peace talks with Iraq. 

Hie Iranian conditions were rejected in 
Iraq by President Saddam Hussein, who told 
an international Islamic Conference in Bagh- 
dad the Iranian position was “a proof of 
intransigence in pursuing aggression and 
expansionism.” 

The development came as the formal open- 
ing of the ministerial conference to combat 
the slick was postponed for the third time in 
two days Thursday. 

The ministers, along with experts from the 
eight-state Regional Organization for the 
Protection of Marine Environment 
(ROPME) met here last week, when they 
failed to reach accord on combined action 
against the oil spill. 

The meeting, originally set for Wednesday, 
has been delayed by side consultations in 
search of a compromise. Renewed large- 
scale fighting between Iran and Iraq has 
meanwhile strengthened a conviction in 
ROPME circles that the slick may prove as 
insoluble as the 3 1 -month-old Gulf war itself. 

Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, the United Arab 
Emirates. Bahrain. Qatar and Oman have 
been involved in wide precautionary meas- 
ures to protect dozens erf seawater desalina- 
tion plants, offshore oil wells and oil export 
terminals against the slick invasion, esti- 
mated by conservative accounts at 200.000 
barrels of crude oil floating at random 
throughout the Gulf region.

PLO to discuss Jordan ties

Kuwait acts 
to end war 

KUWAIT, April 14 (R) — Kuwait will 
contact U.N. Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar soon in a fresh move to help end 
the 30-month-old Golf war, government 
sources said Thursday. 

The initiative coincides with the latest 
flare-up in fighting between Iran and Iraq. 
Kuwait sent an envoy to Washington and 
Moscow last week in an attempt to mediate 
an end to the war, which has cost Arab Gulf 
states billions erf dollars. 

Previews mediation efforts by the United 
Nations, the Organization of Islamic Confer- 
ence and the non aligned movement failed. 

Arab League Secretary-General Chedli 
Klibi condemned the latest Iranian offensive 
in the Gulf war in a message to Iraqi Presi- 
dent Saddam Hussein on Wednesday. 

The message, quoted by the Tunisian news 
agency TAP. said “Iran’s intransigence in 
pursuing the war, despite Iraq’s announce- 
ment it was disposed to accept peace, is a 
threat to Islamic solidarity and weakens the 
potential of the Arabs who at present need to 
mobilize all their forces against the Zionist 
enemy.” 

Klibi said Iran’s" negative attitude” toward • 
peace offers “threatens the security of Gulf 
states and endangers tile stability of one of 
the most sensitive regions in the world while 
favoring the thrust of foreign influences.” 

On the battle front, Iraq said Thursday it 
had defeated Iran’s latest offensive, killing 
more than 9,800 Iranians, but Iran said its 
-forces were still pushing forward. 

An Iraqi government minister said the 
four-day-old Iranian offensive had turned 
into a psychological and moral defeat for Ira- 
nian leader Ayatollah Khomeini and would 
have serious repercussions in Iran. 

Iran’s Parliamentary Speaker Hojatoles- 
lam Hashemi Rafsanjani, however, called on 
Iraq and its supporters to accept Iran’s 
demands for an end to the 30-month-old war. 
The Iranians reported they captured new 
strategic heights north of the border town of 
Fakkeh on Thursday, overrunning Iraqi for- 
ward positions after destroying an infantry 
brigade and a tank battalion. 

Two Iraqi helicopters were shot down and 
air, tank and artillery battles were raging, 
according to Iranian statements. 

S ikhs take oath 
to die for cause 

NEW DELHI, April 14 (AP) - 
Thousands of bearded, turbaned Sikhs swore 
a solemn oath Thursday to die if necessary 
fighting for the cause of the military brother- 
hood. 

The estimated 31,500 volunteers became 
the vanguard of a 1 00,000-man “Sikh Army” 
being raised by the main Sikh political party, 
the Akali Dal. Its role has not been clearly 
defined but it is part of the continuing Sikh 
fight for 43 political and religious concessions 
sought from Prime Minister Indira Gandhf s 
central government 

The oath was administered by Akali Presi- 
dent Harcband Singh Longowal, who said in 
a speech before the ceremony that be might 
not be able to control the “hot-beaded” 
among the group. The worriors took the vow 
at the Sikh shrine, the Golden Temple in 
Amritsar, 400 kilometers northwest of here. 

The ceremony was held on a Sikh holiday 
celebrating the conversion of the religious 
sect into a mifitant brotherhood in the late 
17th century. Longowal said a second group 
of volunteers would be sworn in April 27, and 
a third batch on May 12. 

Among those who took the oath was 
extremist Jam ail Singh Bhindranwale, in 
whose name airplanes have been hijacked, 
bombs burled and murders committed. 

Bhindranwale, standing next to Longowal 
on the dais, renewed his call for Sikhs to arm 
themselves and remove the shackles of slav- 
ery. He said they should “eliminate” anyone 
who directed police to enter the Golden 
Temple or other Sikh shrines. 

Indian law forbids police from entering 
places of worship. Bhindranwale and other 
Sikh militants use their temples as sanc- 
tuaries. 

The Akalis have been agitating since last 
August over a list of demands ranging from 
greater autonomy for Punjab state to declara- 
tion of Amritsar as a sacred city with a status 
similar to the Vatican. Mrs. Gandhi has 
granted some of religious demands but has 
balked at the political ones. 

The New Delhi authorities meanwhile 
rushed additional paramilitary police and 
tightened patrolling in Amritsar.

MANAMA, April 14 (AP) — Arab diplomats and newspapers 
along the Gulf region urged U.S. Secretary of State George Shultz 
Thursday to pressure Israel, rather than the Palestine Liberation 
Organization, in the interest of peace in the Middle East. 

A spokesman for the PLO took exception to Shultz’s suggestion that 
Arab countries consider withdrawing the PLO’s mandate as the sole 
representative of Palestinians. 

Hatem Hussaini, the PLO’s deputy U.N. observer, said at a news 
conference in Washington, “I don’t think die secretary erf state should 
give orders to Arab states. They’re independent” 

“After all ” he added, “we are not American colonies.” He said it 
was neither Shultz nor the UJ5. State Department but the Palestinian 
people that decided “who represents them, and it is the PLO.” 

Shultz’s remark came in Washington Tuesday, two days after King 
Hussein erf Jordan dropped the idea of joining peace talks with Israel 
under President Ronald Reagan's plan. Hussein said PLO Chairman 
Yasser Arafat bad backed out of an agreement that would have let 
Jordan represent the PLO in the talks. 

Shultz said the Arab League “made a mistake” when it gave the 
PLO exclusive negotiating power back in 1 974 and that maybe now it 
should tell the PLO, “use it or lose it.”

Kohl flies for parleys with Reagan 


BONN, April 14 (R) — West German 
Chancellor Helmut Kohl flew to Washington 
Thursday for talks with President Reagan, 
hoping to defuse a potential trans- Atlantic 
row over East- West trade. He will also dis- 
cuss nudear disarmament 

Official sources said Kohl, whose re- 
election last month delighted the White 
House, would urge Reagan not to make U.S. 
demands for new restraints on trade with the 
Soviet Union and its allies a central issue at 
next month's seven-nation economic summit 
in Williamsburg, Virginia. 

The demands, conveyed by officials pre- 
paring the summit have raised memories of 
last year’s U.S.- European dispute over the 
Soviet gas pipeline to Western Europe which 
divided the Western alliance for several 


months. 

Allied governments such as West Ger- 
many, while agreeing to improve the system 
of curbs on sensitive goods, have been unwil- 
ling to disrupt lucrative trade with the Com- 
munist bloc. During his 24-hour visit Kohl 
will also urge Reagan to accept a compromise 
proposal to end the long-stalled 35-nation 
European security conference in Madrid, the 
sources said. (Visit analysis on Page 6) 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscfaer, 
accompanying Kohl, has said a proposed final 
document drafted by neutral and nonaligned 
states is a good basis for a compromise accord 
which would open the way for a pan- 
European disarmament conference later this' 
year. 


Win forecast for N -freeze proposal 

WASHINGTON. April 14 (AP) — Democratic leaders predicted a sizable victory m the 
House of Representatives for a resolution calling for a joint U.S.-Soviet freeze on nuclear 
weapons. 

They said Wednesday the measure would pass despite fresh objections from President 
Ronald Reagan that it would amount to “a formula for permanent insecurity." 

The resolution, though non-binding, was depicted by sponsors as both a gesture against 
the arms race and a vote of no-confidence in Reagan’s nuclear arms policy. 

House Speaker Thomas P. O’Neill Jr., leader of the Democratic majority in the House, 
claimed the proposal, urging immedia te negotiations between the superpowers toward a 
“mutual and verifiable” halt in the arms race, would “win quite easily.” 

A welter of amendments stood in the way of quick action, many of them filed by Reagan 
allies who claim the proposal could undermine the president’s ability to negotiate with the 
Soviet Union. 

“It lakes away bargaining chips from the president,” said freeze opponent Rep. James G. 
Martin as the House resumed debate on the measure. 

The resolution would express the sense of Congress that a central objective of U.S.-Soviet 
aims talks should be “deciding when and bow to achieve a mutual and verifiable freeze on 
testing, production and deployment” of nuclear weapons.

Senior diploma tic sources in Rabat said King Hassan of Morocco 
was mediating between Arafat and King Hussein at President 
Reagan’s request. The United States has said it is determined to press 
on with its proposals to involve King Hussein in negotiations for 
Palestinian self-rule in the Israeli-occupied West Bank and Gaza Strip. 

The PLO has refused to consider the Reagan plan because it ignores 
its aspira dons to statehood under PLO leadership. But Arafa t has said 
repeatedly that it had some positive aspects. According to PLO 
sources, the PLO chairman has sent two envoys to Amman in the last 
few hours. 

The PLO leadership will meet in a resort outside Tunis when the 
envoys return and once all Palestinian leaders are in Tunis, the sources 
added. The failure of the Jordanian-PLO talks followed another meet- 
ing of the leadership in Kuwait last week, where Jordan said the PLO 
had reneged on points already agreed, and led King Hassan to post- 
pone for two or three weeks an extraordinary Arab summit he was 
preparing to host this weekend. 

Morocco feels the summit will have to endorse an agreement bet- 
ween Jordan and the PLO or help them reach one to break the current 
stalemate and speed up the peace process in the Middle East The 
PLO’s official spokesman. Ahmad Abdul Rahman, said Thursday the 
PLO wanted the summit to be held more than ever so that the Arab 
world could adopt a joint position at this stage. A bill Rahman, whose 
remarks were reported by tile Tunisian News Agency, also predicted 
that talks between King Hussein and Arafat would soon resume. 

In London British Prime Minister Margaret Thatcher, whose gov- 
ernment supports Reagan plan, said Thursday the failure to begin 
negotiations was discouraging and there must be movement on both 
sides. Referring to obstacles on both sides, she told parliament “One, 
of course, is the presence of foreign troops in Lxbanon. The other is the 
polity of the increasing settlements by Israel on the West Bank, which 
we believe to be illegal.” 

She said the government stood by its policy of self-determination for 
the Palestinian people and also the right of Israel to defend itself 
behind secure borders, adding: “We must have movement on both 
sides if negotiations are to take place.” 

In Amman official Jordanian sources said Thursday prospects for a 
resumption of talks between Jordan and the PLO depend on Arafat’s 
willingness to compromise. The sources, declining to be named, made 
dear that King Hussein is sticking to his Sunday night announcement 
suspending the Jordan-PLO dialogue. 

A top PLO official was quoted Wednesday as saying that important 
“new ideas” have emerged that may farilitate restoration of the PLO 
dialogue with Jordan. Hani Al- Hassan, who represented Arafat in last 
week’s talks with King Hussein was speaking in an interview in Rabat 
with the correspondent of the Bahrain-based Gulf News Agency 
(GNA). He dedined to spell out the source or content of the new ideas. 
But he said he bad met with the Moroccan king. 

“The new ideas are worthy of attention,” he said without elabora- 
tion. He said that there may be some multilateral Arab meetings prior 
to an Arab summit but that the PLO iusisted the summit must be held 
“within a delay of no more than a few days”. 

Hassan stressed that the PLO was keen on pursuing its dialogue with 
Jordan and said Syria should also be induded. “This is a political thing 
which must materialize.” he said. 

Gangs harass 
Palestinians 

VIENNA, April 14 (AP) — Masked and 
armed gangs are terrorizing Palestinian 
refugees in the southern Lebanese dty of 
Sidon, as they attempt topusfa them outof the 
country, according to foe U.N. Relief and 
Works Agency. 

“Armed, masked men” ordered 1 50 Pales- 
tinian families to leave their homes in the port 
dty of Sidon in the latest incident Tuesday, 
said foe Vienna-based UNWRA, in a com- 
munique issued Thursday. 

“It is hard to telT who those involved in 
foe latest incident were, said an UNWRA 
official, speaking privately. “Over foe past 
few months, however, it has been so-called 
Christian militia people,” he added. 

Several of the masked men had identified 
themselves to foe Palestinians as members of 
a group called “Guardians of the Cedars,” 
according to foe offidal. UNWRA, which 
provides health, education and relief services 
to Palestinian refugees, has no details about 
the group, he said.

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Ethiopian air attack

MOGADISHU , April 14 (Agencies) — 
Two Ethiopian MiG-21 planes attempted to 
straff and bomb the central Somali town of 
Abud-Wak on Tuesday but were repulsed, 
according to the the Somali Defense Minis- 
try. In a statement Wednesday the ministry 
said die jets caused no casualties or damage. 

Abud-Wak is in the central Galgadud reg- 
ion of Somalia, where dashes along the bor- 
der with Ethiopia flared last June. This week 
Somalia put its armed forces on full alert after 
accusing Ethiopia of preparing an attack on 
die border. 

Ethiopia denies any involvement in the 
border skirmishes and says they are the work 
of Somali rebels fighting to topple President 
Muhammad Siad Barre’s government. 

Ethiopia, replying to Somali charges that it 
was preparing to invades So malia., Thursday 
said it was Somalia that was massing troops 
and weapons along their common border in 
preparation for an invasion. “Conclusive evi- 
dence has now emerged that So malia is just 
on the verge of launching yet another act of 
aggression against Ethiopia,*' a Foreign 
Ministry spokesman said. 

He was apparently referring to statements 
earlier this week by Somali Defense Minister 
Muhammad AH Samantar who said he 

Israeli planes 
fly over Bekaa 

BEIRUT, April 14 (Agendes) — Israeli 
and Syrian planes Thursday flew over the 
Bekaa Valley of eastern Lebanon where 
Israeli and Syrian forces have confronted 
each other since last year’s Israeli invasion of 
the country, Lebanese security sources said. 
Israeli planes also flew over parts of North 
Lebanon, die sources added. 

An Israeli military spokesman near Beirut 
said he had no knowledge erf any overflights 
Thursday by either Israel or Syria. 

Israeli planes make fairly frequent recon- 
naissance flights over parts of Lebanon but 
there have been no reports of Syrian over- 
flights for some months. 

Residents of Batroun, on the Mediterra- 
nean coast north of Beirut, said they could 
hear the sound of aircraft engines. State-run 
Beirut radio said Israeli planes Thursday 
made intensive flights over the Bekaa. South 
Lebanon and the Lebanese coastline and 
staged what it called mock raids. 

There have been unconfirmed radio 
reports here in recent weeks that both Israel 
and Syria are reinforcing their positions in the 
Bekaa and occasionally exchanging fire.

“It is not posable for me to be both leader 
of a political party and prime minister of Tur- 
key,*' the daily SfUByet reported him Thurs- 
day as saying. 

There had been widespread speculation 
that former admiral Ulusu, appointed pre- 
mier after the 1980 coup, would lead the 
mooted center party in the elections. 

However Ulusu added: “Don’t misunder- 
stand me. I will do everything lean to help the 
establishment of a political party which will 
cany on the philosophy of Sept. 12.”

WASHINGTON, April 14 (A P) — The 
Arab League’s ; ambassador to the United 
Nations said Arab states will not withdraw 
their mandate for the Palestine Liberation 
Organization to represent Palestinians in 
Israeli-occupied lands. 

Clovis Maksoud also urged the United 
States to “tonedown” its criticism of the PLO 
and the Arab League, and added that both 
organizations were still considering President 
Ronald Reagan’s Middle East peace plan. 
“We don’t think this is very conducive for a 
continued Arab- American dialogue,” he said 
in a telephone interview. 

The PLO is a member of the Arab League, 
which includes virtually all Arab states, Mak- 
soud said the United States overreacted to a 
statement by Jordan Sunday that it was end- 
ing talks with the PLO on ways for Jordan to 
represent Palestinian interests in peace 
negotiations with Israel, as called for by 
Reagan’s proposal.

Pullout talks resume 

KHALDE, Lebanon, April 14 (Agen- 
cies) — Israeli, Lebanese and U.S. 
negotiators resumed talks informally bens 
Thursday in their continuing efforts to secure 
a withdrawal of foreign troops from Leba- 
non. 

As he has done for tbe past two sessions. 
President Ronald Reagan's spedal envoy to 
the Middle East PhiHp Habib headed tbe 
U.S. delegation. The talks were a continua- 
tion of Wednesday’s session, which was 
described as “friendly”. Habib “intervened 
on several issues and his interference was 
always effective," Lebanese spokesman 
Daoud Sayegh said. He did not elaborate. 

“It is possible to say today that the 
negotiators have begun discussing tbe 
annexes and other documents attached to a 
draft agreement” p ro p osed by Lebanon, 
Sayegh told reporters. 

He declined to give details beyond saying 
the proposed draft and attached doenments 
“involve numerous legal and security issues. 
There are many important annexes to tbe 
draft.”

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Garda must quit, air chief says

SAN SALVADOR, April 14 (AP) — The 
commander of El Salvador's Air Force said 
Wednesday he may defy Defense Minister 
Jose GaQlenno Ganna’s orders unless Garda 
resigns, but he will keep his men in the war 
against leftist rebels. 

CoL Joan Rafael BustiQo said be hoped the 
defense minister would quit by Friday, but “I 
don’t know what his intentions are.” Reliable 
military sources said after a brief rebellion by 
a respected field commander three months 
ago that one condition of tire settlement was 
that Garcia resign by April 15. 

: BustiHo, commander of tire air force since 
1979, said, “The minister must go. We may 
take tire position of not recognizing his 
authority.” He spoke in an interview with the 
Associated Press and The New York Times. 
Busti&o did not say whether other military 
officers supported his position. 

In an interview earlier Wednesday, Garcia 
said be would not resign unless President 
Alvaro Magana asks him to do so. BustiQo 


said be intended the warning about possible 
defiance to make Garcia quit. He said several - 
field commanders were ineffective and 
should be replaced, but would not name 
them. 

The reported price for putting down a 
rebellion Jan. 6 by CoL Sigifredo Ochoa, 
mili tary commander of Cabanas province, 
was an agreement that Garcia would quit by 
April 15. The week-long mutiny ended when 
Ochoa agreed to drop his demand for Gar- 
da’s resignation and accepted a posting as 
military attache at the Salvadoran Em b assy 
in Washington. Garcia has repeatedly denied 
the reports that be agreed to step down. 

BustiHo said wbat he called Garcia’s poor 
management of the war against the guerrillas 
might force him to defy the defense chiefs 
orders, but his fighter planes and helicopters 
would stay in the battle against the rebels. 
“The air force cannot bait its operations, 
which are required for national sec- 

urity. We consider it an obligation to con- 


tinue. - fighting the guerrillas,'’ BustiQo said. 

The war “is not going weD. The situation 
could get critical unless appropriate measures 
are taken rapidly,” be said. “For a while Gar- 
da was an acceptable defense minister, but I 
.believe his participation later in politics 
resulted in his ignoring the army’s problems. 
The armed forces should be his major con- 
cern.” BustiQo refused to say who should be 
defense minister. 

He arid CoL Adolfo Blandon, chief of the 
first army brigade, were the only comman- 
ders who refused to sign a military communi- 
que backing Garcia during tire Ochoa rebel- 
lion. The army has six brigades. 

Blandon could not be reached for com- 
ment, but well-placed sources said he also has 
been pressing for Garcia's resignation. A 
Christian Democratic politician said BustiQo 
is considered a conservative who opposes 
many of the reforms instituted since moder- 
ate army officers overthrew former President 
Gen. Humberto Romero on OcL 15, 1979. 
Garda supports the reforms. 


House panel ban irks Reagan administration 


WASHINGTON, April 14 (Agendes) — 
The Reagan administration has lashed out 
against two votes taken by the House Foreign 
Affairs Subcommittee on South America 
Tuesday that will severely hamper U.S. 
leverage in Central America. 

in a move interpreted as a severe defeat for 
President Reagan’s Central American 
policies, the subcommittee Tuesday turned 
down a request for a further $ 50 million in 
aid for El Salvador and also backed an 
amendment to outlaw “direct or indirect” 
U.S. support for Nicaraguan anti-S andiiris ta 
rebels. 

Hitting out against the amendment. White 
House spokesman Larry Speakes described it 
as both “precedent setting legislation” and 
“restrictive legislation that can infringe on 
the executive conduct of foreign policy The 
Reagan admimstraton has already been 
restricted in financing groups fighting to 
overthrow the Sandinista government in 
Managua by the so-called Boland Amend- 
ment, approved by Congress in December. 
But Speakes said that he hoped Congress 
would scrap Tuesday's subcommittee 
amendment as “there is a general consensus 


for us to do something in the long term for 
Central America." 

Although the Reagan administration has 
repeatedly stressed that it has abided by the 
law, it has also refused to deny reports that it 
has been involved in covert action against 
Managua. 

The chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Intelligence Services Barry Goldwater 
pointed out Tuesday that the Boland 
Amendment only concerns the intentions of 
the U government and not the explicit aims 
of those receiving the aid. After hearing a 
report from William Casey, director of the 
Central Intelligence Agency, he said that he 
was convinced that Washington was abiding 
by the law. 

As for the committee's refusal to vote the 
$50 million in additional aid to El Salvador, 
Speaks said that this “wouid reduce our 
capabQity to help friendly democratic coun- 
tries to defend themselves ” 

Meanwhile. Berkley Bedell, a Democratic 
member of the House of Representatives, 
returning from a four-day trip to Central 
America, said Wednesday he found “conclu- 
sive evidence" that the U.S. government is 


supporting insurgents in Nicaragua. 

“I am sad. ashamed and just plain mad at 
what the Reagan administration is doing in 
Nicaragua," Berkley Bedell told a news con- 
ference. 

“If the American people could have talked 
with the common people of Nicaragua whose 
women and children are being indiscrimi- 
nately kidnapped, tortured and killed by ter- 
rorists financed by the American taxpayers, 
they would raise up in legitimate anger and 
demand that support .for the criminal activity 
be ended at once," Bedell said. 

In Paris, El Salvador's leftist opposition 
leaders visiting France accused the United 
States of tuning their country into a “North 
American protectorate” and called for new 
international initiatives to put an end to the 
Civil War. 

Ata press conference, Salvador Democra- 
tic Front leader Guillermo Ungo and 
Farabundo Marti Guerrilla Front comman- 
der Salvador Samayoa accused Israel, Egypt, 
Turkey, and the United States of providing 
weapons for the Salvadoran Army. 

The leftist leaders also accused fee U.S. of 
turning Honduras into a springboard for des- 
tabilizing efforts in Central America. 


Central American peace bids will continue 


GUATEMALA CITY, April 14 (R) — A 
lightning tour of Central America by fdur fore- 
ign ministers on a peace mission ended as 
fresh violence was reported in fee strife-torn 
region. 

Statements issued before Wednesday’s 
final leg of fee mission in Guatemala showed 
little hope for narrowing fee gap between 
advocates of bilateral and unilateral negotia- 
tions in fee latest of at least 18 peace initia- 


tives since 1980. But fee Colombian Foreign 
Ministry said fee foreign ministers of Mexico, 
Venezuela, Panama and Colombia would 
continue their peace efforts after fee two-day 
tour of Costa Rica. Nicaragua, El Salvador, 
Honduras and Guatemala. “The tour pro- 
vided useful criteria for fee integration of 
different points of view " it said in a state- 
ment issued in Bogota.

If the young Kim does eventually succeed 
bis father, the dynasty would be virtually uni- 
que in any Communist country. 

Pyongyang radio monitored here placed 
the young Kim second after bis father as it 
n anted party leaders at a ceremony Wednes- 
day marking completion of a waterway lock 
gate in the North Korean capital. 

Kim Jong-D had earlier been named 
behind Vice President Kim-11 (no relation to 
the president* s family) in the nominal order. 


after rising to prominence in October 1980 
when be was confirmed as chief secretary of 
the party central committee. The only excep- 
tion was observed at the funeral for another 
vice president, Kang Ryang-Uk, last Janu- 
ary when fee junior Kim was placed second 
for the first time in the calling list 
But this stiQ left some doubt among experts 
on Korean affairs here because Kang was a 
relative of the presidential family.

The president's trip wiD follow a visit to 
Cyprus last year by Greek Prime Minister

Turkey said that Papandrcou’s visit broke a 
long-standing convention under which gov- 
ernment leaders in Athens and Ankara 
avoided visiting the island. Turkish Prime 
Minister Buknd Ulusu went to northern 
Cyprus soon afterward, drawing strong pro- 
tests from the Cypriot government in Nicosia. 

Kyprianou has been in Athens since last 
Thursday for talks with the Greek govern- 
ment on a forthcoming resolution on the 
Cyprus issue that will be debated at the U.N. 
General Assembly next month. Tire U.N. 
debate on Cyprus is now set to start on May 9. 
not May 2 as earlier expected, Cypriot 
sources said.

LAGOS, April 14 (R) — Two Nigerian 
newspapers alleged Wednesday feat fee U.S. 
Central InteDigence Agency (CIA) was plot- 
ting to assassinate opposition leader Obafemi 
Awolowo. 

The U.S. Embassy in Lagos prompty 
denied fee charge as “patently false ana 
absurd." 

The Tribune and Daily Sketch newspapers, 
both owned by the opposition Unity Party of 
Nigeria (UPN), quoted an alleged embassy 
report as saying feat UPN leader chid 
Awolowo must be stopped from becoming 
president in the August elections in which he 
will be one of six candidates. 

U.S. “policy cannot accommodate

alleged document was quoted as saying. The 
papers said the CIA planned to assassinate 
chief Awolowo.

Operation base smashed 


36 drug traders killed 
in Burmese offensive 


NAMSANG. Burma, April 14 (R) — At 
least 36 rebel drug traders and nine soldiers 
were killed when Burmese authorities 
mounted a major assault on illicit jungle 
refineries near fee border wife Thailand in 
eastern Burma last week, an army spokes- 
man- said Wednesday. 

Army troops seized nine heroin refineries 
and smashed a base believed to be the hub of 
fee clandestine drug industry. The Shan 
United Revolutionary Army (SURA), a 
rebel group involved in drug trafficking from 
jungle hideouts, suffered a major blow, offi- 
cials said. The operation was carried out on 
April 8 following military intelligence reports 
that two SURA battalions were guarding 
their trading center in the San Kelang area. 
Troops seized 47 firearms and several kilos of 
heroin, first-grade morphine base and opium 


“The rebel base was smashed and mne 
jungle refineries operated by them were 
seized and occupied by troops,” Brig. -Gen. 
Aye San, commander of fee Sian state saidL- 
Rangoon-based foreign military attaches and 
reporters ’were flown to the area Wednesday 
and shown the seized arms, anmnuntioa and 
heroin-making equipment. None of the lead- 
ers was captured in the operation. 

The Burmese government, in 'Us bid to 
s tamp out fee drug trade, has . destroyed 
10,450 hectares of poppy fields in the past 
three years. Both the ‘ r goIdea triangleT’ area 
of Borina, Thailand and Laos 'apart from 
Afghanistan, Iran and Pakistan have 
recorded bumper poppy crops this year and 
several Asian countries have reported a sharp 
fall in prices of heroin as a direct result. 


Italy jails 28 narcotic dealers 


TRENTO, Italy, April 14 (R) — An 
Italian court Wednesday sentenced 28 per- 
sons to prison terms of up to 18 years in the 
first case stemming from a three-year-old 
investigation into the drugs network. , 
The court hi this northern town found all 
but one of 29 defendants guilty of participat- 
ing in narcotics deals winch Trento Magis- 
trate Carlo Palermo said involved Turkey, 
Bulgaria, the Middle East and the Mafia. 

The trial, which started Feb. 18, concerned 
those arrested m the first stage of Palermo’s 
investigation, which began wife the discovery 
of a cache of 140 kg. of heroin in the Trento 
area in December, 1979. 

It has since grown to reveal deals in sophis- 
ticated weaponry such as assault helicopters 
and Leopard tanks, for which Palermo has 
said payment was accepted in heroin from 
Middle East countries. In aQ, over 150 per- 


sons have been arrested. 

Among those sentenced to 18 years were a 
Turkish drug dealer, Hanifi Arslan, and a 
Yougoslav, Ivan Gallic. They were afeo fined 
$14^860 each. Fines banded out by thecouit 
totaled over $1.1. million. -V- : 

Another defendant sentenced to 18 years 
was Herbert Oberhorfer in whose house lbe 
heroin was found in 1979. ObeTborfer's main 
accomplice in fee drug racket. Kail Kofler, 
was found dead in his prison cell wife -a hat- 
pin through his heart in Match 1981- after 
giving tip-offs which magistrates have, said 
led to the arms connection. 

Magistrates in Trento, say fee deals 
involved in the investigation were worth sev- 
eral million dollars. 

Judicial sources said fee trial which ended 
Wednesday was likely to be just the first and 
least important of a series. 


‘Toxic waste sent to France’ 


ROME, April 14 (AP) — An Italian com- 
pany said Wednesday that a customs docu- 
ment accompanying toxic waste from Italy’s 
worst environmental disaster showed fee 
shipment was headed for a French company 
in northern France. 

The disclosure by fee Italian subsidiary of 
the West German firm Marines mann came 
after representatives of Italy’s two largest 
political parties joined a growing outcry and 
called on the government to disclose where 
the deadly poison dioxin was deposited. 

A copy of the customs waybill released by 
the company, which oversaw the shipment of 
the waste, said 41 drums of the substance left 
Italy for St. Quentin. 125 kilometers north- 
east of Paris to be delivered to a French com- 


pany called Spelidec. 

Environmental leaders and politicians in 
other countries including Switzerland, 
France and Germany similarly have asked for 
fee whereabouts of the toxic waste, moved 
last year from the site of a chemical plant 
explosion in Seveso^ near Milan, in 1,976. 

The explosion at the Icmesa plant, owned 
by a Swiss firm, sprayed Seveso wife ar cloud 
of the chemical dioxin. It forced the evacua- 
tion of more than 700 residents, kiDed hun- 
dreds of rabbits, cats, dogs, chick em. and 
birds and withered foliage. 

Italian officials have said they did not know 
the destination of fee drums because of a 
contract da use specifying that the placedould 
not be identified for psychological reasons. 


Ten reported killed in Peru tremor 


LIMA. April 14 (R) — Ten persons are 
reported dead following an earthquake in 
northern Peru and fee authorities said disas- 
trous rains and landslides also had caused 
$600 million worth of damage. 

The newspaper La Cronica said the ten 
were crushed to death when their homes col- 
lapsed in fee coastal town of Cbimbote dur- 
ing Tuesday’s tremor which registered 5.2 
degrees on the Richter scale. 

Officials said the quake also buried part of 
an oil pipeline carrying 120,000 barrels per 
day in Jaen, 850 kms northeast of Lima. It 
would take at least a week to repair it. 

The civil defense committee said torrential 


rains, floods and landslides which devastated 
• various, parts of Peru in past, weeks, had 
caused extensive damage, according to early 
estimates. . - 

The head of fee committee, Geri.- Cad os 
Arias, said fee situation was serious' for 1.8 
million people living in fee nofeeim provinces 
of Pinra, Tumbes and Chidayo. 

Official es t i ma tes have said 37 persons 
died and 200 were missing in fee floods ami 
landslides. Large areas were .flooded and 
Agriculture Ministry officials raid up to 
160,000 hectares of rice, maize, sugar cane 
and fruit crops were destroyed for a loss of 

over $100 million.

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A GOOD PACKAGE 

The 1983/1984 budget which was the subject of speculation 
and apprehension was announced by King Fahd Wednesday 
and thus all the misgivings about it have been quelled. 

Against the background of declining oil prices and drop in 
revenues, the budget makers in the Kingdom have come up 
with a fairly good package. Notwithstanding the decrease, the 
budget has maintained the Kingdom's focus on continued 
development of its infrastructure, industrial growth, and 
enhancement of the service structure. 

Allocation in the service sector has not been affectedand the 
fiscal year wiD see the completion of the fixed projects. Indus- 
trial and agricultural loans will continue to be provided to the 
citizens so as to maintain the momentum of development and 
progress in these fields. 

Another welcome feature is the decision to continue the 
existing subsidies for foodstuff and other materials provided 
for by the government. This speaks for the government’s 
determination to carry forward the process of steady growth, 
planned earlier despite decreased revenues. 

One commendable feat of the budget is the cautious dip in 
reserves which is a happy medium to maintain while preserv- 
ing the bulk of reserves for future generation. 

ORWELLIAN SHADES 

Is George Orwell meeting the fate of all writers, thinkers 
and philosophers — a slow but steady distortion erf their ideas? 
The latest group to claim him or the book that made the year 
1984 and its author household names in literary and political 
circles is West Germany’s peace marchers — Greens and 
non-Greens variety. In fact, a recent picture carried by some 
of the Western newspapers depicted a young female avidly 
reading 1984 while demonstrating against nuclear weapons. 

Indeed she was posing a challenge to West German 
authorities as much as to America’s Committee for Free 
World. A spokesman for the committee had only recently 
invoked Orwell's name to pooh-pooh the Greens’ opposition 
to the deployment of missiles in Europe and the advocacy of 
unilateral disarmament. In between comes various shades of 
political opinion all looking at 1984 to push their particular 
ideological line. 

Left-wingers have long back eulogized 1984 as an anti- 
fascist tract. Cold war-mongers have taken much of their 
ammunition against the Soviet system from Orwell. To British 
Tories 1984 contained everything to be said against the Labor 
opposition even without Torray Benn’s ultra-leftist rhetoric. 
To this heterogenous group has been added the Orwell 
National Committee of U.S. which in a bid to generate a few 
laughs and a little money has put forward the author of 1984 as 
a candidate in next yearns presidential race. 

All this must be amusing Orwell. But to his discomfiture 
things which are not very hilarious have also been happening. 
And right in his own country. Consider the furor over the Data 
Protection Bill and the Police and Criminal Evidence Bill now 
before the parliament Opposition parties have seen in them 
enough signs of governmental transgression on privacy to 
invoke more than a shade oi a police state. Britain is not the 
only culprit in this respect There are Big Brothers and Big 
Sisters in almost all ‘free’ countries. And the West has been 
showing special flair for double talk. Consider their attitude to 
dictatorships, aggressions and human rights when the gov- 
ernments concerned toe their line in foreign policy matters. 

Poor George Orwell must be turning in bis grave. So will be 
G. K. Chesterton and for an additional reason: in a novel 
published in 1904, when the author of 1984 and Animal Farm 
was an infant, Chesterton had anticipated the encroachments 
of dfeern’ li berties .bv^ g ^au.th oritarian.statel. L 



Kohl taking Europe’s brief on missiles to Reagan

COLOGNE — 

Chancellor Helmut Kohl is currently visiting 
Washington with the intention of reinforcing Euro- 
pean pressure on the Reagan administration — 
although it is not quite being put that way in Bonn. 
There is a wide range of issues in dispute between 
West Germany and the United States, although the 
fact that Kohl is taking his foreign minister and not 
his economics minister suggests foreign policy topics 
will dominate the talks. 

The negotiations in Geneva between the U.S. 
and the Soviet Union on medium-range missiles in 
Europe are of prime importance to the Germans, 
but they will also be raising the matter of progress in 
the Conference on Cooperation and Security in 
Madrid — the second follow-up to the Helsinki 
accords. • 

Both government and diplomatic circles in Bonn 
are convinced the Americans have finally realized 
that the election victoty last month of Kohl's 
center-right coalition was due to German economic 
worries, and was not an endorsement of NATO 


plans to station Cruise and Pershing n missiles here. 

While Kobl is prepared to accept the American 
missiles if the Geneva talks come to nothing, be will 
be strongly making the point in Washington that it 
would be better for the internal cohesion of both his 
country and NATO if there was no need to do so. 

The Germans are taking heart from President 
Reagan's recent announcement that he would 
accept an “interim solution" in the talks — fewer 
American missiles to be deployed in return for a 
reduction in the number of Russian missiles 
targeted on Western Europe. And they claim — 
rightly in the eyes of most observers — much of the 
credit for h. 

A spokesman for the chancellor says it is now 
important to keep up the momentum. He says Kohl 
wifl emphasize that the American initiative was 
right, and that the intensive consultations of the 
past must continue into the future. In other words, 
Washington must heed the messages coming from 
Western European capitals. 

But there is a degree of skepticism when the 
spokesman deduces from the past success that the 
Americans are “perhaps now more open — more 


receptive to ideas from Europe. 1 

One diplomat says that while Reagan finds it 
easier to talk to Kohl than he did to his Social 
Democrat predecessor Helmut Schmidt — “who 
got under the president’s skin" — the present U.S. 
administration is only semi- Atlantic! st. 

Kohl has the advantage of not having to demons- 
trate his commitment to the Atlantic alliance, 
although he did so by the alacrity with which he set a 
date for his Washington visit; an invitation from 
Moscow which came on the same day was accepted 
but the trip will not take place until “some time m 
the second half of the year." 

Thus it will be easier for him to argue that Europe 
needs visible demonstrations from the Americans 
of its willingness to be flexible. 

An important test wiD come in discussions on the 
Madrid European security conference. The Bonn 
government thinks the point has been reached 
where the conference can be wound up, on tbe basis 
of the paper put forward by the group of neutral and 
nonaligned nations, but it is unsure of tbe United 
States’ attitude. 

Foreign Minister Hans-Dietrich Genscher has 


said be accepts tbe ideas in the paper, although he 
would like some changes in the wording. Arid 
according to tbe chancellors spokesman, it is neces- 
sary to have a political decision on whether . to con- 
vene a European disarmament conference at the 

end of the year. 

If Washington goes along with tbe idea, it could 
help change West German public opinion on - the 
genuineness of its desire to reduce East-West ten- 
sions and help Kohl if be has finally to approve the 
development of missiles. 

The talks will obviously touch on wider issues as 
Kohl was invited not just as West German chancel- 
lor but also as current chairman of the European 
Community Council of Ministers. 

He is considered likely to raise die perennial 
European complaint that high American interest 
rates are impeding the world economic recovery; 
and tbe growing threat of an agricultural trade war 
between tbe EC and the U.S. 

But for the most part, these issues will -be. 
peripheral and detailed discussions oh them will be 
left until next month’s economic summit of leaders 
of tbe non -Communist world. (LOS) 


Chicago win raises black hopes of larger share in power

WASHINGTON — 

Exultant over die election of Chicago's first black 
mayor, black American leaders foresee a new era of 
competition for political power all the way up to the 
1984 presidential election. 

Congressman Harold Washington's narrow vic- 
tory over white Republican lawyer Bernard Epton 
in Tuesday’s poll brought rejoicing in black circles 
and relief among white Democrats who had feared 
a Washington defeat would cause blades to desert 
the national party in droves. 

While the Chicago result spared tbe Democrats 
that problem in their battles with President 
Reagan’s Republicans, it also appeared to increase 
prospects that blacks would put up their own candi- 
date for the 1984 Democratic presidential nomina- 
tion. 

“The Chicago result is a spark that has lit up the 


nation,” Congressman Mickey Leiand of Texas, 
head of the Democratic Party’s black caucus, said in 
an interview with Reuters. 

• “What you're going to see, I think, is not only a 
black leadership effort in the presidential contest 
but possible black candidades for the Senate and 
more mayoral and governor’s candidades.” 

Leiand and other black leadens are considering 
entering a black candidate in the Democratic presi- 
dential primary elections that begin next February 
in New Hampshire. 

Congressman Walter Faun troy, another member 
of the presidential strategy group, supported 
Lelancfs view that the Chicago victory may have 
made a black candidacy more likely. 

“What registered in Chicago is the emergence of 
a new ‘coalition of the rejected 1 : blacks, Hispanics. 
low-income whites, minorities of all types,” Faun- 
troy, who represents Washington, D.C., told Reut- 
ers. “The idea of fielding a black presidential candi- 


date on a platform that attracts that new coalition 
becomes even more appealing now,” he said. 

Chicago voting trends indicated that Washington 
took 52 percent of the vote in a straight fight against 
Epton by combining neaiiy total black support with 
modest backing — about one vote in five — from 
the white and Hispanic communities. 

The next major test of blade ability to mount a 
winning multiracial coalition will come in next 
month's Democratic mayoral primary in Philadel- 
phia, where black candidate Wilson Goode appears 
to have considerable white support against right- 
wing former Mayor Frank Rizzo. 

Fauntroy said the national black leadership 
group will hold another discussion of a presidential 
candidacy late this month. Its decision on a cam- 
paign for the presidency, not expected before sum- 
mer, will depend partly on whether white Democra- 
tic Party leaders agree to support black demands for 
strong offidal party stands on various issues.

years ago, Yugoslavs have witnessed persistent 
media questioning about why the economy is in a 
mess, what the national leadership is doing about it 
and why the complicated party and government 
’systems should not be changed. 

Much of the self-analysis in the press comes from 
theoreticians or party leaders themselves, but high 
officials are dearly rankled that the controversies 
are being aired in public. Some of the ideas are 
“nihilistic and even counterrevolutionary,” said 
party chief Mitja Ribidc, in remarks carried by the 
Belgrade newspaper Potitiku. 

T7ie conflict is taking place as Yugoslavia suffers 
from inflation of 30 to 40 percent, high unemploy- 
ment and a foreign debt of $19 billion. Some com- 
modities are rationed, and the government has also 
introduced unpopular restrictions on currency and 
travel. Kiro Gligorov, a leading economist, 
bemoaned the situation in Danas , a Zagreb news 
weekly. “The state should not regulate prices and 
keep them frozen,” he wrote. “We should let the 
supply and demand regulate the prices.” He called 
for political and sodaJ changes. 

“The freely expressed differences in opinions and 
stands are the natural state of every democratic 
society and so of societies which base their existence 
on the pluralism of self- managing interests,” said 
Dr. Najdan Pasic, a central committee member. His 
remarks were reported by the newspaper Barba. 
“Before you had Tito working within tbe party, 
holding it all together ” he said. “Now the six par- 
ties (of the federated republics) are all representing 
their own interests.” 


"Pluralism” has serious overtones in a country 
where conflicting regional passions have always 
threatened the unity of Serbs, Croats, Macedo- 
nians^ Albanians and others. 

One West European diplomat attributed the fuss 
to party insecurity about its own position. Only 
about 10 percent of the 22 million Yugoslavs are 
party members. Yugoslavia jealously guards its 
independence from both Eastern and Western 
power blocs, and another Western diplomat 
cautioned against seeing the conflict as a battle of 
“liberals against hard-liners.” “Some of the people 
who want more central control are some of the most 
liberal around,” be said. Liberal ideas are not 
limited to the party and government. 

Western trappings pervade Belgrade, capital of 
Serbia and the nation. Youths sport real American 
jeans and residents of all ages line up for Hambur- 
gers from local fast food grills. Of nine movies play- 
ing downtown recently, seven were American or 
West European and two were locally made. The 
party rejects Stalinist-style dictatorship as well as 
the Western version of direct democracy that could 
allow regional disputes to pull tbe country apart. 
Local hatreds got out of hand two years ago in the 
Serbian province, where at least nine persons were 
killed in riots by Albanian nationalists. 

Some newspapers criticized the government for 
withholding information about the incident, then 
carried their reporting a step further by investigat- 
ing who was to blame for the outbreak. The bold- 
ness has continued in press treatment of the 
economy. (AP) 


Finns’ drift to right upsets Russia

STOCKHOLM - 
Official celebrations last week to mark the 35th 
anniversary of the signing of a treaty of friendship, 
cooperation and mutual assistance between Finland 
and tbe Soviet Union were maned by the Kremlin's 
displeasure over what it sees as a dangerous drift to 
tbe right in Finnish political life. 

As negotiations continued between the 10 politi- 
cal parties to tiy to form a new coalition govern- 
ment after last month’s general election, the Soviet 
leadership increased its pressure on tbe Finns. 

A recent visit to Moscow by Veikko Vennamo, 
the pew Finnish political power broker, may be 
crudal in deciding what form the coalition will take. 
Vennamo, founder of the small Finnish Rural 
Party, which surprised everybody by winning 17 
seats in the election, was officially in the Soviet 
Union as part of a local government delegation but, 
as a result of uncertainty over which direction the 
Finns will take after the election, national politics 
were thought to be tbe main motive for tbe visit. 

Vennamo and bis son Pekka, current party 
chairman, worried Moscow by an election cam- 
paign in which they attacked, corruption in the pre- 



Tbe Kremlin's unease increased with the Ven- 
namos' insistence on the appointment of a Conser- 
vative, Professor Erkki Pystynen, as speaker of the 
new parliament. 

It is the first time in 50 years that Finland, trembl- 
ing in the shadow of its Soviet neighbor, has allowed 
a Conservative to hold this prestigious post. The 
appointment was made only after a tooth and nail 
fight by the Vennamos against strong opposition 
from the Social Democrats and the Communists. 

Moscow’ s mistrust of the Vennamos is thought to 
be fueled by their bitter feud over many years with 
former President Urho Kekkonen, the last head of 
state to enjoy the real confidence of the Soviet 
leadership, which be obtained by permitting only 
minimal change in Finnish politics, regardless of 
election results. They are less sure of fas successor, 
the more adaptable Mauno Koivisto. 

Meanwhile, as the negotiations continue, Finos 
wait to know the shape of their next government 
The betting of most observers is that it will be much 
the same as the last one by tbe time Moscow has bad 
its say: a coalition of the Social Democrats with the 
parties of tbe center.

Steel demand picking up , OECD says lift video 


PARIS, April 14 (AFP) — Signs of a “very 
modest” improvement in demand for some 
steel products have emerged in a few indus- 
trial countries but cannot yet be taken as 
indicating a sustained and strengthening 
recovery in the steel market, the OECD said 
Thursday. 

The 24-nation Organization far Economic 
Cooperation and Development (OECD) said 
that the market remained “weak” in other 
member countries. 

Figures compiled for the OECD steel 
committee, which was winding up two-day 

consultations with Hans CoiBandcT of Swe- 
den in the chair, showed that the United 
States was hardest hit by the world steel 
industry crisis last year. Output fell to a 
36-year low, while Japanese production was 
only slightly down on 1981 and the European 
Economic Community recorded a 12 percent 
decline. 

With prices remaining under ‘heavy pres- 
sure' throughout 1982, overall OECD crude 


steel output declined by 63 million tons or 16 
percent to 328 million tons from 391 million 
tons in 1981. Fourth quarter production 
totaled 72 million tons, a 23 percent drop 
from levels a year earlier. 

Despite a deliberate reduction of overall 
OECD crude steel capacity for the second 
year in succession, the OECD steel industry’s 
capacity utilization dropped to a mere 58 
percent from an already very low 69 percent 
in 1981. 

The loss of jobs m the steel sector, which 
has been a steady feature over the past eight 
years, readied an unprecedented total of 
150,000 last year, a 10 percent drop from 
1981. 

OECD said the sharp decline in steel out- 
put in the member countries was caused in 
part by a “significant” decline in sales to 
developing countries, which were increas- 
ingly hit by recession spreading from the 
industrial world. 

But the OECD survey stressed that most of 


the drop was due to a decline in internal 
OECD demand, which was down to its lowest 
level since 1967 under the impact of consid- 
erably reduced activity in steel consuming 
sectors and a running down of steel stocks. 

The survey said the situation by major pro- 
ducer areas was:— North America: Demand 
for steel dropped by 34 percent, much in 
excess of the OECD average. U.S. output 
was dramatically down by 42 million tons to 
66.4 millkm, the lowest level since 1946. Tbc 
38 percent drop from 1981, due in part to 
trade developments and destocking, inflicted 
fosses m excess of S3 biOfon on U.S. steel- 
makers. 

Canada’s output dropped by 20 percent 
and capacity utilization was down to 30 per- 
cent by the year-end. A slight recovery is 
orders from the consumer durables sector has 
been recorded since the beginning of this 
year, but there are still no signs of recovery in 
die capital goods sector by the end of 1983.

Exxon retains top ranking 


LONDON, April 14 (R) — Two of Bri- 
tain’s four big commercial banks Thursday 
cut their interest rate to 10 percent from 10.5 
percent in a move which the other commer- 
cial h anks were expected to follow. 

The announcements by the National 
Westminster Bank and the Midland Bank 
had been widely expected following action by 
the Bank of England, die country’s central 
bank, to trim its money market rates for the 
second day running. 

Sterling, at around $1.5335 showed little 
immediate reaction. Dealers said the foreign 
exchange market had already discounted the 
cut ahead of the announcement. 

National Westminster Chief Executive 
Philip WQkison said the bank decided to cut 
its base lending rate from Friday because of 
easier money market rates, the Bank of Eng- 
land’s redaction in its money market dealing 
rates and a better economic background. 


French firm to hunt

NEW YORK, April 14 (AP) — Exxon 
Corp. retained its ranking as the largest U.S. 
industrial corporation, but some leading pet- 
roleum companies lost ground as a world oD 
glut and recession shook up the standings 
announced Wednesday in die Fortune 500 
directory. 

General Motors Corp. moved up a notch to 
second place, regaining the spot it had lost in 
1980 to Mobil Corp., and Ford Motor Co. 
climbed to fifth from sixth. The rankings are 
based on revenues last year. 

International Business Machines Corp., 
whose 1982 profit of $4.4 billion was the 
most among the Fortune 509 companies, 
climbed to sixth place from eighth. Exxon 
was second in earnings, at $4.2 billion. 

Just three companies — Exxon, No. 4 Tex- 
aco Inc., and No. 9 Gulf Ofl Corp. — were 
unchanged among the top 10 companies. 
Many leading companies, such as American 
Telephone and Telegraph Co., are not 
included in the r anking s of manufa cturing 
companies. 

Among oil companies slipping in the stand- 
ings, Mobil dropped to third. Standard Ofl 


Co., of California fell from fifth to seventh. 
Standard Oil Co. (Indiana) dropped to 10th 
from seventh and Atlantic Richfield Co., was 
toppled from 10th to 12th. 

And although Exxon remained No. 1, its 
sales of $97.2 billion were down 10 percent 
from 1981, dropping below $100 billion for 
the first time since 1979. 

Two companies that recently acquired oil 
businesses rose. Du Pont Co., advanced from 
12th to eighth place. Last year was its first full 
yearof ownetriixp of Conoco, the 14th largest 
industrial concern when it was purchased in 
September 1981. U5. Steel Corp., which 
acquired Marathon Oil Co., in March 1982, 
moved to 14th place from 19th. 

Meanwhile, profit for tile Fortune 500 
companies fell 27.1 percent from 

1981, a record decline for the 29 years the 
directory has been published, the magazine 
said. 

But thanks to the major stock market rally 
in tile second half of last year, the median 
total return to investors in Fortune 500 com- 
panies — the sum of stock price gains and 
dividends paid to shareholders — jumped 21 
percent. 


PARIS, April 14 (AFP) — The French 
government is “well on the way” to lifting the 
restrictions on imports of Japanese-made 
video tape recorders that were imposed six 
months ago, the Foreign Trade Ministry has 
said. 

It was reacting to reports that the so-called 
Poitiers offensive, whereby all VTR imports 
had to be channeled through the remote cus- 
toms post of Poitiers in southeastern France, 
might be lifted by the end of the month. 

The ministry said that its statement, the 
only official declaration made so far on the 
matter, had been conveyed to Japanese 
Ambassador Hiroshi U chi da in a meeting 
with Foreign Trade Minister Edith Cresson 
on Tuesday. 

Japanese Embassy sources here said they 
had the “impression” that the French restric- 
tions, which has resulted in around 200,000 
VTR sets now being piled up at the tiny 
Poitiers customs office pending customs pro- 
cessing, would be scrapped “soon.” 

This would follow the conclusion between 
Japan and the European Economic Com- 
munity last Feb. 12 of a voluntary restraint 
agreement covering Japanese shipments of 
VTRs to the community. The arrangement 
took effect March 18.

The Bundesbank said in its annual report 
for 1982 that both development and indus- 
trialized nations could look to the future with 
confidence as long as they continued to pur- 
sue economic policies aimed at achieving sta- 
bility and contained budget deficits. 

The central bank pointed to the recent fail 
in oil prices which it said would aid the bal- 
ance of payments of many countries, stimu- 
late domestic demand in oil-importing 
nations and spark renewed growth in world 
trade. This in turn could help stem the trend 
toward protectionist polices which 
threatened to abort recovery. 


Denmark to ease 
currency controls 


COPENHAGEN, April 14 (R) — 
Denmark's conservative-led government 
announced h would ease foreign exchange 
controls next month in an apparent bid to 
spur economic activity. 

The reforms would substantially raise both 
the limits on Danish business investments 
abroad and on money invested in Denmark 
by foreign business, an Industry Ministry 
official said. 

Economists said the reforms, outlined in an 
official report, reflect marked improvements 
in the Danish economy partly arising out of 
the coalition government's anti-inflation 
program. 

A ban on sales of government bonds to 
non-residents would also be removed, the 
official said. The ban was imposed in 1979 by 
Denmark's previous Social Democratic 
administration to stop outflows of high- 
yielding government paper which the state 
was forced to issue to cover its wide budget 
deficits.

NEW DELHI, April 14 (AP) — Indian 
Prime Minister Indira Gandhi has written (o 
world leaders asking them to turn tbeir atten- 
tion to accelerating economic talks between 
the advanced industrialized countries and the 
poor nations, a government spokesman said 
Wednesday. 

In her letters as the new chairman of the 
nonaligned movement, Mrs. Gandhi also 
renewed the call of last month's nonaligned 
summit for all state and government chiefs to 
gather at the U.N. General Assembly's regu- 
lar September session. 

This is intended as “a collective manifesta- 
tion of our political wflT’ to solve the 
economic and political crises confronting the 
world’s people, the spokesman said. 

Recipients of the letters, forwarded 
through Indian ambassadors in major capi- 
tals, evidently included U.S. President 
Ronald Reagan, Soviet leader Yuri 
Andropov and the beads of all other major 
countries outside the 101 members of the 
nonaligned movement 


The United States, Japan and West Euro- 
pean countries participating in the interna- 
tional conference on money and finance next 
month at Williamsburg. Virginia, were asked 
by Mrs. Gandbi to useihe occasion to initiate 
“constructive North-South cooperation,” the 
spokesman said. 

In her letters, Mrs. Gandhi referred to the 
“fears and apprehensions, the hopes and 
aspirations” of nonaligned countries and 
drew attention to the threat of nuclear war 
and the global economic crisis, it was said. 

Third World countries such as India seek to 
engage the advanced industrial nations in 
wide-ranging economic talks to restructure 
world trade and reduce the inequalities faced 
by poor non-industrialized lands exporting 
mainly raw materials. This is referred to as 
“North-South” dialogue between the poor 
countries lying mostly in the southern regions 
of the world and the wealthier nations of the 
north. 

The 65-year-old Mrs. Gandhi succeeded 
Cuba's Fidel Castro as bead of the 
nonaligned movement.

When the plant 
readies its full capacity in three years, it will 
earn the country something like $1.8 billion 
a year. Should other gas-rich countries in 
Aria like Bangladesh, Pakistan and Thai- 
land opt for this doUar-earaing avenue as 
j Brunei and Indonesia bad previously done. 

This question is best answered by looking 
i at tee costs and benefits of tee Malaysian 
I project The plant itself will have cost by the 
| time it is finished $1.6 billion. The special 
! purpose tankers needed to ship the gas ata 
| temperature of 160 degrees below zero cost 
| another $800 million. The port built along- 
! side the plant has cost another $200 million, 
and there are further costs on housing, 
communications and other facilities at Bin- 
tulu, a small township on the Borneo island. 

Without doubt, the earnings from gas 
sales will be large enough in an overall sense 
to recoup tee investment and yield a profit 
on top of it. Otherwise, Shell and Mitsubishi 
would not have staked their money on the 
project in which each holds 17.5 percent of 
the equity. Besides, Shell has invested some 


$1.5 billion on raising the gas from offshore 
fields and piping it to the plant This is under 
a production sharing contract with 
Malaysia’s national oil company, Petronas. 
allowing Shell a share of around 36 percent 
-in tee price the joint venture plant will pay 
for the gas it processes. 

The gas industry uses the concept of net- 
back, meaning tee residual return at the 
well-head from which the gas comes. This 
is, of course, a figure which no producer 
wants to divulge but a guess can be made by 
using expert estimates offered in the World 
Energy Survey, a publication of the Interna- 
tional Energy Agent? set up by industrial 
countries in the wake of tee first oil price 
explosion. 

It says that tee cost of gathering gas and 
liquefying it was about a quarter of the f.o.b. 
price Japan was paying to Abu Dhabi at the 
end of 1981. These data do not obviously 
allow for tee share of profits taken by tee 
production contractor raising gas or by joint 
venture partners in tee plant, A know- 
ledgeable report from Indonesia, included 
in a survey of LNG options fra- Aria done by 
the Far Eastern Economic Review , suggests 
that tee net benefit is around half of the 
sales value in the Indonesian case. 

Basically, a LNG project can hardly be 


put up in any developing country without 
collaboration because of the risks involved 
in finding gas, the extremely high cost of tee 
LNG plant and tee need for technological 
expertise. 

There is another reason, too, tolookfora 
collaborator. The high costs will usually 
require large borrowings from the interna- 
tional money market, $800 million in the 
Malaysian case for tee plant alone. This 
kind of cash win notbeavaflablefrom banks 
unless the project has a firm, long-term 
supply contract 

This logic alo applies to other large min- 
eral investments but in the case of LNG 
there is an added argument fra this 
arrangement. The liquefied gas has to be 
converted back to gas at tee receiving end 
before it can be used. 

Many Asian countries would have gone 
ahead with LNG plants as a short-cut to 
earning foreign exchange but for tee lack of 
buyers interested enough in putting up tee 
cash. 

There is no doubt, however, that national 
use of gas should take first priority. Plans 
for this are in band not only in Malaysia but 
also Pakistan, Bangladesh and in some 
OPEC countries seeking to bufld up 
energy-intensive export industries.

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Warsaw marchers dispersed 

Mrs. Walesa evades 
police interrogation 


■ GDANSK, April 14 (Agencies) — Danuta 
■ Walesa, wife of Solidarity leader Lech Wal- 
‘ esa, said Thursday she refused during two- 
and- a -half-hours of police interrogation to 
answer questions about her husband’s 
activities. 

“I was asked about the communique for 
the foreign press, but 1 said 1 knew nothing 
about it.” she told Western reporters outside 
the provincial police headquarters in Gdansk 
after boarding the family’s white Volkswagen 
nticrobus. 

She "Un said she told the interrogators she 
did not know where herhusband had been for 
three days last weekend, adding: “They 
searched me before the questioning like they 
did my husband Wednesday.” On Tuesday 
Mrs. Walesa read to Western reporters a 
statement on her husband's first reported 
meeting with Solidarity’s five-man under- 
ground leadership last weekend. 

Asked whether she had said “1 don't 
know” to every question, Mrs. Walesa 
replied: “No, we later just had ourselves a 
little chat./Ibey were very polite the whole 
time.” 

Before leaving, Walesa, who had brought 
his wife to the police headquarters in the 
microbus, told reporters he would not be 
available for comment until next Wednesday 
when he was planning an improvised news 
conference at his home. The 39-year-old 
union leader, who Wednesday had refused to 
answer questions about his meeting with the 
underground, had instructed his wife to say 
nothing except to confirm his absence from 
home last Weekend. 


Walesa said after returning from nearly 
five hours in police custody Wednesday he 
was asked about a statement he issued on 
Tuesday announcing his meeting with the 
Provisional Coordinating Commission 
(TKK) last weekend The TKK consists erf 
five senior Solidarity officials who evaded 
capture when martial law was declared in 
December, 1981. They issued a series of 
statements last year calling for pro-Solidarity 
demonstrations and guidelines for an under- 
ground resistance movement based on non- 
cooperation and other peaceful methods. 

Walesa has said his secret meeting with the 
Tine, the first since his release from intern- 
ment last November, was aimed at coordinat- 
ing his stand with his former union col- 
leagues. 

About 800 people began to march to War- 
saw’s nearby old town, witnesses said but 
were turned away by a line of several score 
police. A number of young people were taken 
away for questioning as has happened at simi- 
lar cases in recent months. 

Other witnesses reported that police used 
one or two tear gas canisters to disperse a 
crowd of Solidarity supporters in the city of 
Wroclaw. Further details were not available. 

The Solidarity underground has called for 
union supporters to stage silent protests on 
May 1, a Socialist holiday, by wearing “sol- 
emn clothes," but has urged Poles not to 
demonstrate during the June 16-22 visit to 
Poland by Pope John Paul U. By meeting 
with the underground, Walesa appeared to 
be testing how far the authorities were willing 
to let him go in his peaceful campaign. 


BBC chief assails Soviets 
for jamming radio channels 


LONDON, April 14 (Agencies) — Soviet 
jamming of Western radio broadcasts 
threatens “chaos” on the international air- 
waves. the head of British Broadcasting 
Corp. external services, Douglas Mug- 
geridge, said Thursday. 

In the sharpest attack yet by BBC in the 
growing East- West battle for the airwaves, 
Muggeridge accused Moscow of a “politically 
motivated” campaign to wreck international 
broadcasting. “It is our credibility that is the 
: ultimate affront to the men of the Kremlin,'' 
Muggc ridge said in an address prepared for a 
Diplomatic and Commonwealth Writers' 

■ Association luncheon. An advanced text was 
made available to the Associated Press. 

The Soviets regularly jam or attempt to 
jam the BBCs Russian-language service, and 
for thp past three years have been jamming 
> transmissions to Poland and Afghanistan 
from London, as well as those of the Voice of 


America and other Western stations. Mug- 
geridge said BBC engineers reported that 
interference, with chainsaw-like noises or 
superimposed Soviet domestic programs, had 
got so bad that 80 percent of usable short- 
wave frequencies were now affected by jam- 
ming at evening prime time in Europe. 

Muggeridge'5 speech came amid a scram- 
ble for the airwaves as the spread of transistor 
radios has made broadcasting a primary 
propaganda weapon. Radio Moscow, beam- 
ing 2,150 program hours a week in 84 lan- 
guages, leads the world in output, followed by 
the United States with nearly 2,000 hours in 
47 languages. 

In another development, the Soviet Union 
Wednesday accused the Western oresd of 
intentionally presenting a false image of the 
Third World by ignoring “ undesirable facts” 
and exaggerating “real and imagined” dif- 
ficulties, the Tass news agency reported. 


Hot line tricky, says Russia 


• MOSCOW, April 14 (AP) — The Soviet 
Union said Wednesday that the U.S. 
administration's proposals for lessening the 
danger of accidental nuclear war may be 
aimed at diverting critics’ attention. 

It also said the superpowers should restore 
trust, respect and detente if they are 'sincere 
about wanting to prevent an accidental nuc- 
lear exchange. The U.S. Defense Depart- 
ment has proposed to the Soviet Union four 
measures to guard against a nuclear war 
launched by miscalculation or accident. 
Proposed were a high-speed facsimile trans- 
mission link between the Kremlin and the 
White House, a military communications link 
between the two nations, high-speed data 
links between their embassies and consulta- 
tions in case of terrorist actions involving nuc- 
lear materiaL 

Tass said the Soviets always give serious 
consideration to confidence-building meas- 
' ores, as such proposals are called, and said 
the Soviet Union and its Warsaw Pact allies 
have suggested ways to build confidence and 


lessen tension. 

It said tlje new confidence-building prop- 
osals seem an effort : “to stem the wave of 
(U.S.) protests against the unconstructive 
position" of the U.S. administration in 
Geneva arms talks. The official Soviet news 
agency also said the proposals may have been 
aimed at getting votes against a nuclear 
freeze resolution in Congress. 

Tass said the Soviets believe “the main 
road to trust, to preventing any war, including 
a war capable of breaking out by accident, is 
the ending of the arms race and return to 
calm, correct relations between states, to 
detente. “By themselves, the measures prop- 
osed by the Pentagon will not clear the 
atmosphere of mutual suspicions and will not 
restore trust,” Tass said. “Something bigger 
is needed: Normalization of the situation, 
renunciation of the preaching of enmity and 
hatred and of propaganda of nuclear war. 
What is needed are practical actions by the 
administration which would demonstrate its 
desire to ensure peace.” 


‘Franco-Soviet ties will improve 9 


j BERN, April 14 (AFP) — French Pres- 
ident Francois Mitterrand, in his first com- 
| nrent about the expulsion of 47 Sonnet titi- 
1 zens from France last week, told Swiss televi- 
. sion Wednesday night that his “relations with 
foe Soviet Union will be excellent as soon as 
- each side understands that mutual respect is 
the best of all international laws.” 

In an interview on the eve of his official 
48-hour visit to Switzerland, Mitterrand said 
the expulsions were not at all “an act of hostil- 
ity toward the country involved. I will leave 
nothing undone on behalf of Franco-Soviet 
friendship,” Mitterrand said. “1 wiD not over- 
look the base element of any honest and 
lasting friendship which is respect for self and 
for the other.” 

Asked about the general direction of his 
foreigtj policy, Mitterrand said that labeling it 
■ “AtWrist” (biased toward the Atlantic 
Alliance) was “totally excessive. We are a 
member erf the Atlantic Alliance, good and 
ioy$l partners of the alliance, no more, no 
less... and to speak of an Atlantist emphasis is 
not predse,” he said. 

“I have not cooled France's relations with 
the USSR,” Mitterrand said. “I have only 
taken dear positions” on the imbalance of 
Europe's military strength vis-a-vis the 
Soviet Union’s. By the same token, “when 


American policy displeases me, I say so,” 
Mitterrand said, giving as an example the 
UB. position on the Euro-Siberian oil 
pipeline and US. policy in Latin America. 

Hie French head of state did not find the 
growth of West Germany’s peace movement 
surprising, because the country’s land “is the 
most explosive-packed. on earth.” Although 
a “sincere and profound padfism” exists, 

there is another sort, “remote-controlled by 
propaganda” that overlooks the “tragic and 
difficult ratio of strength” in Europe. Mitter- 
rand continued. 

Questioned about France's economic situ- 
ation, Mitterrand said his country was notthe 
only one struck by the world crisis. “The orig- 
inality of our approach has often meant that 
we find ourselves alone. ..but thanks to the 
support of those who produce, those who 
work, tiie people, we possess trumps that cer- 
tain others perhaps lade.” 

His government has not always derived the 
benefit it might have from the reforms it put 
into effect Mitterrand said, but added that 70 
to 75 percent of the programs in his campaign 
platform had been carried out. “I do not iden- 
tify France with my political choices,” Mitter- 
rand said, “even though I would like to see 
these political choices enter into practice and 
fact”

Swollen Rhine recedes 


BONN, April 14 (R) — Flood waters 
from the rain-swollen Rhine River began to 
recede Thursday but officials said it would 
take weeks to repair damage in Cologne, 
Bonn and other Rhineland towns. 

Much of the historic old center of Col- 
ogne was still under water, swamping 
restaurants and other establishments, caus- 
ing a third day of traffic havoc. Police in 
Cologne had to set up roadblocks to keep 
away thousands of sightseers, pressing for a 
glimpse of tile worst floods in 13 years, who 
were hampering relief workers. 

As the floods receded in Bonn, murky 
water still swashed around the entrances to 
the Bundestag (parliament) building and in 
one low-lying part of the capital postmen 
delivered the mail by boat Thursday. 

Flooding also receded in eastern France 
Thursday after five days of widespread 
inundation in which 12 persons were 
reported to have died. But officials said the 
situation was still worrying east of Paris 


where the levels erf the Seine, Marne and 
Yonne Rivers were likely to continue rising 
for another five days. 

West German river police said barge 
traffic on the Rhine, West Europe's busiest 
inland waterway, would not resume before 
Sunday at the earliest. Rhineland city offi- 
cials said it was too early to assess the cost of 
dannqge but an official in Koblenz, where 
flooding was the worst since 1926. said he 
feared severe damage from heating oil 
which had seeped out of flooded basements. 

Trade and agriculture sources said plant- 
ing of summer grain crops in West Germany 
was running three to four weeks behind 
schedule because of prolonged heavy rain 
which had waterlogged fields even in areas 
unaffected by the flooding. Insurance com- 
panies said most flood victims with ordinary 
household insurance policies would get no 
compensation but state authorities have 
promised tax relief.

2 Mafia bosses 
among 7 shot 
dead in Sicily 

PALERMO, Sicily, April 14 (R) — Gun- 
men shot dead seven men. including two 
Mafia bosses, in Sicily Wednesday, renewing 
a spate of killing which has already resulted in 
five deaths this week, police said. 

Roadblocks were set up on the outskirts of 
Sicilian towns Wednesday after the flare-up 
of violence which police have attributed to a 
bitter struggle between some of the island’s 
Mafia families. Tuesday night, police found 
the bullet-riddled body of Venero Coco who 
was shot by gunmen on a motorcycle as he 
drove a horse-drawn cart down a country 
lane about 30 kms from Catania. 

Earlier, gunmen in the nearby town of 
Gels murdered Angelo Emmanuelo, a prom- 
inent local Mafia boss, and critically wounded 
one of his henchmen, Alfonso Ficarra. Four 
other men were killed in the region around 
Catania in what police described as Mafia- 
style revenge killings. 

In Palermo, a 70-year-old gangland boss, 

Giuseppe Misuraca, was shot dead in a busy 
street in the sixth killing in the capital in two 
days. 

U.K. Labor Party 
support grows 

LONDON, April 14 (AP) — Britain’s 
main opposition Labor Party is rapidly catch- 
ing up in popularity with the ruling Conserva- 
live party, a Gallup Poll showed Thursday. 

The survey taken for The Daily Telegraph 
newspaper was published amid increasing 
speculation that Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher wiD call a general election in June, a 
year early. The poll showed the Conservative 
lead over Labor down to 5.5 points, com- 
pared with 11 points a month ago. 

The Tories retained their unbroken year- 
long lead, however, with a winning 40,5 per- 
cent of the vote, compared with 35 percent 
for Labor. Support for the centrist alliance of 
the Social Democratic and Liberal parties 
slumped to 22 J percent. 

Labor’s gain was at the expense of the 
alliance, falling back after a brief revival to 
about one-third of the vote in national polls 
after defeating Labor hi a special parliamen- 
tary election Feb. 24. 


said Thursday. 

Paolo Zambianchi, on trial for activities in 
the group’s Bologna Cell, told journalists 
during a break in proceedings: “We have 
decided that the Prima Linea experience is 
over ” Prima Linea, which first emerged in 
Turin in the mid-1970s, drew some of its 
members from the Red Brigades.

Zambianchi said he spoke on behalf of all 
Prima Linea members. “We are no longer 
interested by armed actions which cannot be 
useful to the masses,” he said. 

Hie Bolgona trial is being conducted 
simultaneously with another in Florence. 
Between them, they involve many of the 
Prima Linea’ s leading figures. 

Prima Linea has been hard hit by a police 
crackdown over the past two years which has 
also dealt a several blow to the Red Brigades. 



America maintains 
military bases in U.K. 


LONDON, April 14 (AP) — The United 
States maintains 64 military bases or facilities 
in Britain^ ccording to an official list released 
Wednesday. 

In addition, another 11 airfields have been 
putatU-S. disposal for use in times of tension 
or war, the British Defense Ministry list said. 
It was released in response to questions from- 
reporters. With the American nuclear pres- 
ence in Britain a hot political issue,, the dis- 
closure received prominent news coverage 
here. 

The bases include two for F-lll swing- 
wing nuclear bombers numbering about 150, 
and a base for Poseidon C-30 submarines 
armed with nudear missiles. 

The F-lll bases are at Lakenheath and 
Upper Heyford, England, and the submarine 
base at Holy Loch, Scotland. 

In addition, two air bases, at Greenham 
Common and Molesworth, England, will be 
used for the 160 U.S. Tomahawk Cruise mis- 
siles which Britain is accepting under a 
NATO program between the end of this year 
and 1988. 


Other bases reserved for U.S. use range 
from a 47-acre (19-hectarc) warehouse at 
Bortonwood to unmanned microwave com- 
munications stations and installations patrol- 
led by one man and a dog. 

Control of the UJS-. bases, particularly 
those which will take Crinse nnssfies. has 
become a burning issue in Britain. 

To repeated suggestions that Britain 
should have “dual key” controls of nudear 
missiles here, along with the US. military, 
Conservative Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher has said the present arrangement 
for “joint decision” on use erf - the bases is 
satisfactory. 

The joint decision procedure has never 
been spelled out. Reports from Washington 
Tuesday said British Conservative member 
of parliament Julian Ctitcbley had told repor- 
ters there that Mrs. Thatcher plans to ask 
President Ronald Reagan far a veto over use 
of Cruise missiles based in Britain: But Mrs. 
Thatcher’s aides denied this and said the joint 
decision pact in effect for 30 years is suffi- 
cient. 


As clashes continue 


ARANYAPRATHET, Thailand. April 14 
(Agenries) — Thai military officers Wednes- 
day reported two clashes along the tense 
Thai-Kampuchean border, d aiming that at 
least one Thai soldier was foiled in an ambush 
sprung by Vietnamese along the southeastern 
stretch of the frontier inside Thailand. 

Another dash was reported south of this 
key Thai border town between Hanoi's 
troops and the Communist Khmer Rouge, 
one of three Kampuchean resistance groups 
that have been pounded and disrupted by a 
major Vietnamese drive over the past two 
weeks. 

The Thai officers said the ambush of a Thai 
border patrol took place in Klong Yai district 
of Trad Trat province near the Gulf of Siam. 
Thai daims that the ambush took place inside 
Thailand could not be verified by indepen- 
dent sources. 

Fighting along the border has died down in 
the past few days although most Western and 
Thai military analysts still antidpate Viet- 
namese strikes north of this town, where two 
key bases of the Khmer People’s National 
Liberation Front (KPNLF) are located. The 
Vietnamese are fighting the Khmer Rouge, 
the KPNLF and a group loyal to Prince 
Norodom Sihanouk, who heads a coalition 
government known as Democratic Kam- 
puchea (Cambodia). 

The leadership of the Khmer Rouge, which 
directed a bloodbath when it ruled Cambodia 
between 1975-78, is believed to be in the 
border area. But Sihanouk has remained at 
his residence in the North Korean capital of 
Pyongyang throughout the latest crisis, while 
— somewhat surprisingly — KPNLF leader 
Son Saim flew off to Paris Tuesday night 
despite threats of Vietnamese attacks. 

The foreign ministers of the three 
Indochinese countries — Vietnam, Laos and 
the pro-Hanoi regime in Kampuchea — 
Wednesday announced that they wished to 
end the fighting along the frontier and Viet- 
nam said it would stage a partial pullout of its 
estimated 180,000 troops from Kampuchea 
next month. 

The number of troops to be withdrawn was 
not given in a communique issued by the 
three at the concilia on of a one-day special 


in ambush 

meeting Tuesday in the Kampuchean capital 
of Phnom Penh. It was not known whether 
the pullout was a special one or merely the 
implementation of an announcement made 
last February that Hanoi would withdraw 
some of its txodps fromKampuchea this year. 

Tie ministers also called for a special “sec- 
urity zone 1 ' along the frontier and mediation 
to enable more than 43^000- Kampuchean 
refugees who have fled into Thailand in the 
wake of recent fighting to return to their 
homeland. 

Meanwhile, China Thursday accused Viet- 
nam of increasing tension along their borders 
to deflect international attention from the 
Kampuchean-Tbai border, alob^ which Vie- 
tnamese forces . in Kampuchea are. fighting 
guerrillas. . .

MADRID, April 14 (R) — Spain’s state 
prosecutor began proceedings Thursday 
against the former head of the giant bolding 
group Rumasa for financial and currency 
frauds, the Justice Ministry said. - : 

A ministry statement said two special pro- 
secutors had been appointed to ha n d l e the 
charges against Jose Maria Ruiz Mateos, 51, 
and other former directors of Rumasa which 
included accusations of currency smuggling, 
document forgery, social security fraud and 
accounting fraud. Ruiz Mateos lost onttrol of 
the business empire he had built into the 
largest private holding group . in Spain 
wfaei^the government took it over in February 
saying Rumasa was on the verge of collapse 
due to financial irregularities. 

Police recently discovered two waUed-in 
caches of Rumasa papers, including a cc ounts 
for the last few years, whidh disappeared soon 
after the takeover. Ruiz Mateos was last 
reported to be in Brit ain where he said he was 
clearing up business matters there. 


Moscow food store manager held 


MOSCOW, April 14 (R) — The manager 
of Moscow’s premier food store, Gastronom 
No. 1 in Gorki Street, is being held by police 
on charges of theft and bribery, a Moscow 
newspaper said Thursday. 

A brief notice in Moskovskaya Pravda was 
the first official confirmation of reports which 
swept Moscow in November that Yuri 
Sokolov and five of his deputies had been 
detained as part of a drive against high-level 
corruption. It said the deputies were facing 
the same charges. 

The newspaper added that the head of a 
food wholesale organization and five subor- 
dinates had also been charged with theft and 
taking bribes. Sokolov’s arrest in early 
November was seen in Moscow as a signal 
that the authorities had decided to move 


against blatant corruption amongst officials 
whose seniority had previously protected 
them from die law. 

Gastronom No. 1 is still known as 
YelisevskTs after its pre-revolutionary prop- 
rietor and retains a chandelier- and wood- 
panel style from that era. 

Soviet sources said Sokolov enjoyed a lux- 
urious lifestyle and maintained a large villa in 
the country. He was known to enjoy the 
acquaintance of senior political figures and 
was th ref ore considered a secure 'member of 
the establishment. 
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
